His serni' n on the 
resurrection was one of great power, 
rie u.sed th(^ well-known com- 
parison of planted seeds, which 
"spring up and grow, intm kiiowelh 
not how," all alike when pljinted, all 
different when ri.sen from the earth. 
So shall it be with the resurrec- 
tion Itody. Very vivid was his 
description of the burieii Christ, 
very strong his insistence on the 
eternal It nth of Christ's resurrec- 
tion," the best established fact in all 
history." 

With our honrls sori> and sad 
over the terrible Chelsea disaster, 
there was blessed comfoit in the 
words he spoke to us. He is one 
with whom we si ways associa.t(> the 
ideas of peace and holiness. We 
constantly iimigine liiii\ Haying, like 
the true St. .John: " Litlle'tdiildren, 
love one anntlicr." 

The "choir of five" differed 
slightly from previous ones, in that 
it was not compo.seil entirely of 
ladies.

Miss Jennings, 
received more cotnplimeiits than 
she dt<sorved, for sli(> is not " lo the 
manner born," Ihouuh mtich en- 
amored of sign-sinning. Phicourag 
ed by so many kind words, she 
hopes, with Mr. Higelow's permis- 
sion, to try it alone occasionally. 

The only drawback to our plea- 
suie was the absence of little Ethel 
I'eiry, who has brought us such a 
sweet iiK^ssage these last two years. 
The dear little girl is still Ht. Ports- 
mouth, under her uncle's care. 
When her mother left her, two 
week« ago, she was im{)ioving in 
health. 

After the set vices, there was a 
general social time, strangers and 
friends alike joining in the inter- 
change of greetings and good wishes 
Many whom w(» have not seen for 
a long piM'iod and would gladly s(>e 
more frtciuently wt\re ther(> for E'lst- 
er, and sonn^ of the Trinity people 
came to hear their venerable teach- 
er. 

We all separated with promises 
to meet again next day at the Home 
itt Everett. So well kept were these 
promises Ihitt over one hundred and 
twenty people ctdebrateil " Patriot's 
Day" by attending Mrs. Howden's 
nnitiue entertainment Of tluvse 
about ninety-six wero there in sea- 
son for supper, the result being 
sixty dollars for that and the ad- 
mission fe(>s (!ombined. 

Considering the nnceitaii) weath- 
er, ami tlu» distance from which 
most ol them came, this wasagotxl- 
ly showing. Many were there who 
never hatl been before, l)Uta tabulat- 
ed list WHS difllcult to obtain, atrd I 
leave that for my ewteeined fellow- 
corrcspondtMit. As one cannot see 
th^^ wood for the trees, so, sometimes, 
out* cannot i»ee the people for the 
crowd. 

The dining-room was in gala dross, 
festooned so amply with re<l, white 
and blue, that the tallerones had to 
stoop in going through it. Some of 
Ihe "choir" of the day before were 
tr'ansformed into dainty waitresses, 



with star'-deoorated diadems, and it 
is ilifBcult to say in which r'ole they 
were most attractive.

The Flower Girl 
and the Statue of Liberty were es- 
pecially fine, and when " Mrs. Jar 
ley" was ilis.solved in tears for the 
rather disreputable looking hus- 
band who was bi-ouL'ht forward last 
of all, th(> fun reached its height 
Mrs. Howden has as great talent 
in the dramalic line as she has in 
the line of i)reaching. Much praise 
is due to her, and those who so 
kindly became " wax" for the 
amtts(>mont of 1h(> crowd. Among 
these we noticed Mrs. Thumilh, 
Mrs. Sinclair, Miss Hayes, of L tw- 
rence, arnl Mr. Cross, of Beverly 

These gatherings at the Home 
are. of great service in promolinir 
belter acquaintance among tl\e deaf 
people, ami it seems a |)l(>asant and 
successful way of niisiug money. 
During the winter and spring 
several parlies have been helil there, 
not as fully described in Ihe deaf- 
mute papers as they ought to have 
been, which were well attended 
and romtineraf ive. There will l»e 
another gathering on Decoration 
Day, May ;JOth. 

Owing to Ihe crowd, we saw less 
of the inmates (Iihu usual. Hut 
the dignified Mr. O.sgood the 
pleasant Mr. Owen, alwaysso faith- 
ful at the Trinity service, and the 
cheerful Mr. Pat tee, answered whII 
as r-epr(<sentatives of the rest. 

We should all feel that we have 
an interest in keeping up this Home, 
lo which fortune, good or ill, may 
briirg irs some time. The praise 
worthy effoils of Mrs. Howden and 
tnany others should be an example 
and inspiration. 

Fifteen or twenty of the guests, 
all bound for Dudley St. transfer 
station, went home together, autl 
some amusing things happened on 
the way. One gentleman inquired 
of a lady, " Where all the people 
went, when they<li(Mi V'and she, not 
understanding the question, blanii- 
ly responded, " Hartfonl." " Well, 
it Is a good place to go to," was 
doulttless the mental comment of 
the laughing crowd, who looked on.

KINGERS. 

Conversing with ease in the silent 
finger-langirage. Judge Milo A. Root 
yesterday dolivored an inlerosting 
a<ldi-es8 before Ihe Puget Sound 
Association of the Deaf. Takinir as 
his theme, "Personal and Pul>lic 
Duties," Ihe Supreme Court Ju!>ttce 
dwelt on the qualities that go to 
make up jjood citizenship, and told 
the members of Ihe association that 
they, as well as those capable of 
hearing and talking perfectly, have 
a duty lo perfoi'in for good citizen- 
ship. 

Judge Root used the one-hand 
manual in his a<l<1re8s. He was 
readily trndei-stood by all preseirt, 
and his remarks met with applause. 
The greater part of his speech was 
translated, sinnrltaneously with his 
reading, into Ihe .sign langirage l)y 
Olof llaiuson, president of the As- 
sociation, who act«d as chairman. 



However, the intr'odnctory sen- 
tences of his speech were made on 
the lingers by the jndge himself, 
and at its close he flashed off some 
huntorous .sayings in a manner that 
greatly pleased the deaf people 

An interesting feature of his 
meeting was the recommendation 
by a committee that the a.ssociation 
should I'aise a protest to the recent 
decision of the Civil Service Com- 
mi.ssion excluding all deaf persons 
from examination. Judge Rpot 
has already taken the matter up 
with Senator Piles and Represent- 
ative Cusliman, and Representative 
Humphrey has written to the As- 
sociation a letter to the effect that 
Congress might be appealed to in 
order to get the order rescinded. 

Judge Root makes both the 
single and double hand alphabet, 
but does not understand the signs. 

The Seattle deaf are not satisfied 
with the Civil Service decision and 
expect to keep on kicking. They 
have encouraging letters from some 
of the local Congressmen.

Yet these 
are the very ones who dare to set 
the limits to the vision of those 
who, lacking a sense or two, have 
will, soul, passion, imagination. 
Faith is a mockery if it teaches us 
not that we may construct a 
world unspeakably more complete 
and l>eautiful than the material 
world. And I, too, may construct 
my better world, for I am a child of 
God, an inheritor of a fragment of 
the mind that create I all worlds " — 
Helen Keller in the March Century. 



I have been reading Helen Keller's 
" Sense and Sensibility," and mar- 
velled at her power cf expressing 
herself. 

In the above passage she uses 
" vision," and I wonder if she does 
really grasp what it means. She 
de8erit)e8 in an interesting and de- 
tailed manner the thousand and one 
ways in which she has acquired 
knowledge through her three senses. 
Reading al)out her I was reminde*! 
of a conversation I onee had with a 
young lady, the daughler of deaf 
parents. She happened to men- 
tion a blind woman, the elder sister 
of a girl friend of hers. This, of 
course, interested me, and I plied 
her with questions retrardintr the 
blind woman, ending witli " Is she 
happier than we deaf i)eople?" 
" Oh ! no," said the young lady. 
•• But," said I, " she can hear." 
" But yon can see, and yon do 
not have to be led around. It is 
awful to see how helpless she is," 
was the answer, which quite covered 
Ihe case in her estimation. I have 
somewhere read of a man who visit- 
ed an institution for the blind, and 
hLso one for the deaf, and said the 
blind seemed to be happier than 
the deaf I suppose he did not 
stop to consider iheir lives after 
wards when separated from their 
l)lind companions. It is rare to see 
a l>lind per-son (excepting lieggars) 
in put>lic. Why ? Is it not l>e- 
eause their relatives and friends 
sliriiik from making themselves con- 
spicuous by leadiua aroumt such an 
afflicted person. Sometimes wiien 
hearing people have « ^ 
sympathy for my den' 
inquired : " Would you rather l>e 
liliitd or deaf?" The answer in- 
variably whs : "Deaf." Quite re- 
cently I was asketl bj' a lady to 
whom I was lately introduced, 
" Are yon not afraid to go out alone 
on the street ? " 

"Oh ! no, why should I l)e?" 
" You might Ket rnn over." 
So I explained to her how it he- 
oomes second nature to ns to be 
on the l(H)kout for danger when we 
are crossing streets.

The deaf do not claim nor exf»ect 
u> receive appointments to which 
their d»»afne'»« would be an ol>stacle 
or ev ncumbrance. There 

are plenty of positions in whioh lack 
of hearinif cuts no figure, and in 
such positions there are at present 
a numf>er of deaf m^n working with 
satisfaction to their superiors and 
succeMi to tbemseiv 

Congressmen from me (iifferent 
districts of the several States have 
invariably responded to the appeal

On Patriot's Day, (April 20ih), 
the Home at Everett, was the scene 
of a successful and enjoyable affair, 
ovei one hundi'ed and twenty-five 
deaf-mutes beini; in attendance, in 
response to an appeal from Mrs P. 
S. Bowdeu, of Beverly, for aid in 
raising funds for the Home, and in 
spite of bad weather 

The best route to the Home from 
Boston being through Chelsea, 
many of the people attending the 
party, took this opportunity at 
sight -seeing among the ruins of the 
(ijielsea fire, as they passeil through 
right in the middle of abuut> four 
hundred acres of devasted property, 
on surface cars at a very slow 
speed, finding such scenes much 
worse than fliey were pictured lo 
be in the papeis. 

Upon arrival at the Home, the 
first floor was soon crowded, but 
after a short social chat, the crowd 
was made moie comfortable as each 
batch of about forly persons at a 
time, went along to tret Iheirsupper 
which was fine and bountiful. 

Then came tiie entertainment, 
the best feature of the dny, in the 
barn, such having b(>en hesitat- 
ingly permitted by the flr« insur- 
ance underwriters, owing to the 
weak foundation of the building 
and inflammable materials, such as 
diy wood [lartitions, floois, etc , 
but the underwriters were finally 
assured of its safely after Messrs. 
Frisbee and Roberts had slrength- 
en(\d the founilation with new posts, 
and precaution taken against fire 
from lamps, etc., still uneasiness 
prevailed amonu the crowd only lo 
lie drowned almost at the end of 
the day by the comical acts of Mrs. 
Bowdeu and others in the play 

One of the " uneasy" per.sons, 
probably thinking of his salvation, 
sought another door for an exit in 
case of, emergency, but found one 
bolted, at one side of the barn from 
the other one, the only unlocked 
door through whicli the people came 
in and out. He unliolled il at once 
and and looked out in the dark to 
make sure that ho does not have 
to jump so far down as to break 
his bones. Having satisfied him- 
self as to his "salvation," he stood 
within an inch of that " blessed" 
door throughout Ihe entertain- 
ment, mid in making a short route 
in reluining to the Home for his 
overcoat bef<ire his depMrlure foi 
his home, he hasleiieil through that 
door only lo find himself hemmed 
iu a wire fen(!«d hen coop, and 
irroped, his way out around the 
fence, to the terror of about s««venly 
" biroies," which had lonirag'igone 
to roost. He admitted he was 
somewhat scaled by the fiutter of 
some white wings, thinking they 
were ghosts who ha<) come to le- 
proach him for thinking too much 
''iins(>lf. 

Most of those parli(Mpants in the 
entertainment midently showed 
their " uiiensiness " loo, acting as if 
they fenre<l they would fall thiough 
Ihe floor at any moment. Never- 
thel(>.ss the play was as much intere- 
sting with liuhr Hctiu!.', much of 
which was due to the dramatic 
acting of Mr. and Mrs Thumiih of 
N(nvbur.> port, and Ihe cotncial act- 
ing of Mrs. Bowdeu, whoso popu- 
larity as such she still eviilenlly 
maintains, judging from the 
amount of applause given and 
laughter made by the spectators.

Her apiiearance 
bniught forth loud applause, and 
a lot of laughter for her funny 
looks. She won and married him. 

The last, but not the least, of all, 
the plays was Mim. Jarley's Wax 
Works. If being an exhibition of 
wax works, consisting of auto- 
matic figures, many of which would 
have been worthy of admissiou to 
the Hall of Beauty iu Eden Musee 
in New York. 

Mrs. Bovvden, as Mrs. Jarley 
srave a brief biography of her de- 
ceased husband, trying at the same 
time to suppress her feeling for 
him, but kept up sobbing and wip- 
ing hei tears with her skirt, that 
brouuhr, laughter. Then she order- 
ed Mr. Jerry Ryan as "The Wind- 
ing Marx" to bring forth the wax 
figures, to the front, one at a time.

Some Boston dailies in reportinp, 
Ihe above meeting of the Trutees 
said one of the trustees claimei) 
there were impostors, sotue of whom 
were deaf-mutes collecting funds 
for the Home, but the money never 
reached the Home. The attention 
of the newly-elected president was 
called to the report a few days later 
by a certain deaf-mute, and the re 
verend gentleman claimed that 
such statement was never given by 
any one at the meeting, and was 
himself surprised to see such re- 
ports, acknowledging at the same 
time that it would create a bad im- 
pression upon the public about the 
deaf. 

This is not the fiist time any one 
of the trustees has attempted to 
belittle the deaf by such statements 
in the newspapers. The first at- 
tempt was about five years ago. 
and while it did affect the character 
of the deaf as a whole, the trustees 
could not secure any evidence 
against any deaf person who they 
claim acted as impostors. 

If there is any such impostor in 
existence, they should keep on the 
«\uiet, and catch the thief without 
the aid of such public statements 
affecting the charaeierof ;nii.>..o,it 
deaf people.

It is proposed to create a inemoi lal 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdain Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
t/O the church edidceand be a center 
of reilKious anJ social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most (itting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
Ove feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
aud will be used tor the social, re- 
liRiouH and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $au,000, aud the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
